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NEW REGULATIONS ANNOUNCE 
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Tea, Coffee Rationing Ordered 


Ration Of 
Sugar Cut 
One - Third 


By JAMES McCOOK 
OTTAWA, May 26.—(CP) 
—Introduction of tea and 
coffee rationing and reduc- 
tion by one-third in the exist- 


ing sugar ration was an- 
nounced today by Donald 
Gordon, chairman of the 


Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board. 

The “honor” system used since 
sugar rationing started will be 
maintained in the new regula- 
tions, 

Effective immediately, the 
sugar ration is cut from three- 
quarters of a pound a person 
a week to one-half pound. 

Each individual’s consump- 
tion of tea must be cut by one- 
half, e 

Consumption of coffee must 
be cut by one-quarter, 
HAVE FORCE OF LAW 
Special regulations for 


establishments to cover the ration- 
ing of sugar, tea and coffee have 
been prepared. 

The regulations have the force 
of law behind them and, while 
the use of coupons or tickets is 
not being resorted to, Mr. Gordon 
said prosecutions will be launch- 
ed against those who fail to obey 
the regulations, i 
Shipping difficulties had made it 

essential to conserve reserve stocks 
and reduce consumption of the 
rationing commodities, ; 

“We must face the fact that it is 

increasingly difficult and dangerous 
to bring in supplies of any kind 
from over the seas,” said Mr, Gor- 
don in a Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation national network ad- 
dress: : 


SAME AS BRITAIN, U.S. 

“Ships and sailors’ lives must not 
be risked to bring in a single pound 
of supplies from abroad which,we 
can do without.” 

With the sugar ration at one-half 
pound a week, supplieg were ample 
for many months and additional 
imports would make the situation so 
much safer, é 

The one-half pound ration is the 
same as that in effect in United 
States and the United Kingdom. 

The sugar order provides that on 
and after July 1 no industrial user 
shall use in any quarter more than 
70 per cent of the quantity used by 
him in the corresponding period of 
1941. Thus far 80 per cent of last 
year’s use has been permitted,

Senator King 
Appointed To 
Cabinet Post 


OTTAWA, May 26. — (CP) — 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
announced in the house of com- 
mons today that Senator J. H. 
King, acting govermment leader in 
the senate, has been made a min- 
ister without portfolio in the 
federal cabinet. 

Senator King takes the cabinet 
post formerly held by the late 
Senator Raoul Dandurand, govern- 
ment leader in the senate for many 
years, 

Appointment of Senator King to 
the cabinet leaves the administra- 
tion one short of its normal nu- 
merical strength. Hon. P. J. A. 
Cardin, minister of transport and 
public works, resigned from the 
cabinet several weeks ago in pro- 
test against the introduction of a 
bill to remove from the National 
Resources Mobilization Act the re- 
striction against compelling men to 
serve overseas. 

Senator King represents British 
Columbia ffi the senate. His ap- 
pointment leaves: Quebec's repre- 
sentation in the cabinet still three 
below what the province had up to 
recent months. 
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US. Warship Hit 
Near Martinique 


ST, LUCIA, British West Indies, 
May 26—(CP)—A torpedo fired 
from within the territorial waters 
of the French island of Martinique 
damaged the United States des- 
troyer Blakeley today, but the 
warship reached Fort De France 
under her own power. 

The destroyer was patrolling the 
waters near the French island, 
where negotiations are under way 
between the United States and the 
French high commissioner, Ad- 
miral Georges Robert, concerning 
the military status of the Vichy- 
controlled possession, 

Casualties aboard the craft were 
light. Ten members of the crew 
were reported missing and six in- 
jured.

Russians Fight 
Forward Again 
Near Kharkov

MOSCOW, May 26.—(AP)—The 
Red army fought its way forward 
again from newly established 
positions on the Kharkoy front 
today, proceeding in a series of 
lunges through the German forti- 
fications, and appeared to be firm- 
ly holding the initiative else- 
where as the Ukrainian offensive 
entered its third week. 

About the Izyum-Barvelkova sec- 
tor to the, south, Marshal Timoshen- 
ko'’s forces were reported to have 
beaten back a German assault led 
by 150 tanks. 

“Repulsing altacks of German 
Fascist troops in the Izyum-Barven- 
kova direction, our troops are in- 
flicting heavy losses on enemy tank 
units,” the Soviet information bur- 
eau announced. 

The bureau also reported con- 
solidation of positions of Marshal 
Timoshenko’'s divisions in the Khar- 
kov area, this following indications 
they are again moving forward in 
the offensive launched 14 days ago. 

Of other theatres it was an- 
nounced Kalinin front forces had 
repulsed a Nazi attack and “the 
enemy lost more than 200 killed.” 

The army newspaper Red Star 
declared a German line of pillboxes 
and trenches before Kharkov had 
been broken by Soviet infantry and 
artillery attacks and that the in- 
vaders were attempting to fortify 
a series of natural defensive posi- 
tions to check the onslaught, 

Red fliers held aerial superiority 
in the Kharkov sector and were 
hammering enemy mechanized 
forces heavily in the Izyum-Barven- 
kova area, dispatches said.

New Training 
Plan For Air 
Agreed Upon

OTTAWA, May 26.—(BUP)— 
Agreement in principle upon a 
new British Commonwealth air 
training plan to run to March 31, 
1945, was announced jointly here 
today by Harold Balfour, British 
parliamentary under-secretary of 
State for air, and C. G, Power, 
Canadian minister of national de- 
fence for air. 

Financial and other details of the 
new agreement are being worked 
out by officials 
of the respective 
Empire countries 
and now confer- 
ring here, and its 
completion is ex- 
pected by the 
end of the 
week, Balfour 
and Power said. 

They’ revealed 
that under the 
new plan, as dis- 
tinct from the 
old air training agreement, it was 
taken for granted in federal circles 
that it will represent a substantial 
expansion over the present agree- 
ment. Its scale, however, is to be 
a complete military secret. 

“The new size,” Balfour com- 
mented, “is exactly the sort of in- 
formation that Hitler would like 
to have.”

Mighty U.S. Aerial Armada | 
Ready To Strike WithR.A.F. 


To Be Atlantic Ferry Pilot

LONDON, May 25. 
(BUP)—A mighty air armada 
born on the assembly lines of 
America is ready to help the 
Royal Air Force strike direct- 
ly at the Axis, Great Britain 
was assured today as two 
ranking United States aerial 
commanders joined British 
Strategists in framing plans 
for an offensive in western 
Europe. 

American planes, ammunition 
and fuel are in readiness for a 
huge American air expeditionary 
force in co-operation with the 
R.A.F, offensive against the con- 
tinent, it was understood after the 
arrival of Lt.-Gen, Henry H. Ar- 
nold, chief of the U.S. army air 
corps, and Rear Admiral John H. 
Towers, chief of the U.S. Navy 
Bureau of Aeronautics. ° 
It was indicated that air attacks 
would be merely the first blows 
planned for Amer- 
ican expeditionary 
forces in Europe. 

It was regarded 
as especially im- 
portant that the 
American mission 
was made up of 
active commanders 
who would be dir- 
ectly responsible 
for field opera- 
tions.

British sources said that this 
permitted the forming of a sort of 
super board command for direct 
action, 


THREAT TO HITLER 

‘There was no official hint as to 
whether the presence of Arnold 
and Towers meant the speeding up 
of preparations for big-scale offen- 
sive blows in the west, but British 
sources pointed out that the posi- 
tion of the Red army on the 
Ukraine front was grave. It was 
said that the next week or two 
}might show whether an allied in- 
vasion attempt this summer was 
essential in order to weaken Hit- 
ler's armies on the Eastern front, 


In any event, it was emphasiz- 
ed, the presence of a growing 
A.E.F. and the building up of 
American air forces in the British 
Isles presents an increasing threat 
to Hitler in the west and forces 
him to immobilize big coastal de- 
fence units even if no invasion is 
attempted by the Allies, 


Pressure for invasion action, 
however, is still mounting in Eng- 
land and Leslie MHore-Belisha, 
former war secretary, said in a 
speech at Devenport today that a 
second front might end the war 
this year if the Allies are ready to 
seize the best opportunity to atrike.

Tea And Coffee 
Are Put Under 
| Ration System 


Continued from Page One 
‘reasonable requirements” for 
|household preserving, canning or 
the making of jams and jellies, The 
allowance three-quarters of a} 
|pound of sugar for every pound of 
‘fruit weight, and home-made jams 
and jellies may be preserved with 
three parts of sugar to four of fruit 
or juice. 

The new rationing orders re- 
quire operators of hotels, restaur- 
ants, drug stores, clubs, canteens 
and other places serving refresh- 
ments to the public “to take all 
possible steps to avoid excessive 
Use of tea and coffee.” 

No operator in any such establish- 
ment may permit any sugar con- 
tainer or loose or wrapped sugar to 
be left on,a table, counter, tray or 
saucer, He is not allowed to serve 
sugar to a customer who has not re- 
quested it, or serve more than three 
lumps or two teaspoonsful for any 
beverage or more than two tea- 
spoonsful for any desert, cereal or 
other food, Perforated shakers for 
dispensing granulated or fruit sugar 
are forbidden. 

Not more than one individual tea 
bag or an equivalent amount of! 
loose tea per person is permitted for | 
each serving 

Not more than one cupful of cof- 
fee is to be supplied to any person 
at a serving. 

“Any establishment that has 
been serving extra cups of tea or 
coffee without charge may discon- 
tinue the practice without reduc- 
ing the price of the meal by rea- 
son of such discontinuance,” the 
prices board ruled. 

The tea and coffee rationing order 
contains a clause stating that in 
proceedings against any person for 
contravening or failing to observe 
the provisions limiting the supply 
on hand to sufficient for two weeks 
“it shall be presumed in the ab- 
sence of evidence to the contrary 
that the quantity of tea heretofore 
Nermally used by any person was | 
not more than two ounces Of tea! 
per week, and that the quantity of 

coffee heretofore normally used by 
any person was not more than 12) 
ounces per week, and the number 
of persons in his household (exclud- 
ing the accused) does not exceed 
four.” 


PENALTIES PROVIDED 

Penalties for conirayention of the 
orders provide for a fine up to $5,000 
or imprisonment not exceeding two 
| years, or both fine and imprison- 
ment, 

Mr. Gordon in his broadcast sum- 
marized the sugar-rationing order 
as follows: 

Consumption must be no¢ more 
than one-half pound a person a 
week; 

Not more than two weeks’ sup- 
ply may be purchased at any one 
time;

federal government, 

The agreements include a provi+ 
Bion by which the Dominion will 
pay the provinces an amount equal 
to their net receipts from their 
gasoline taxes in the fiscal year 
ended nearest to Dec. 31, 1940, 

Mr. Ilsley mentioned the increas- 
ingly severe restrictions on the use 

of gasoline and the shortage of rub- 
ber for tires as factors cutting down 
the use of automobiles.

Mr. Hanson said the agreements 
would mean a possible Dominion 
commitment, with the gasoline tax 
payment included, of $141,744,516. 
He said he could see no prospect 
of the high income tax rates be- 
ing vacated and there should be 
a permanent arrangement for the 
provinces to stay out of this field

Motorboat Swept

Fitzgerald, 34, and her two children, 
Joan Marie Fitzgerald, seven, and 
Maureen Mae Fitzgerald, four, and 
Glenn Franklin Lucas, 28. Mr, Fitz- 
gerald and Mrs. Lucas were saved. 

According to meagre information 
available here, the tragedy occur- 
red soon after the boat was pushed 
into the stream. 

One of the men attempted to start 
the outboard motor but it falied to 
respond and the craft was swept 
into the treacherous channel. Gates 
of a dam on the river were open and 
the boat was swept over the dam 
to the rocks 30 feet below. 

Only one body had been re- 
covered at a late hour Jast night.

F.D.R. Expresses

WASHINGTON, May 26.—(AP)— 
Powerful but still neutral Argen- 
tina received a message from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt yesterday express- 
ing confidence that the South Am- 
erican, nation would tread “those 
paths which alone can insure the 
preservation of those political and 
economic freedoms upon which our 
American civilization is based.” 

To many, the message appeared 
to be an expression of faith that 
Argentina would line up with the 
almost solid bloc of American Na- 
tions opposing Germany, Italy and 
Japan 

The president voiced his hopes in 
a congratulatory telegram sent 
President Roberto Oritz as Argen- 
tina celebrated her Independence 
day. 

Argentina, with the second larg- 
est navy in the western hemisphere 
and with one of the biggest and 
best-equipped armies in Latin Am- 
erica, and Chile, her neighbor, are 
the only two American nations who 
have not either declared war against 
or severed relations with the Axis.

Modification Of Vets’ 
Land Settlement Act 
Advocated By Legion

WINNIPEG, May 26.—(CP)—A rehabilitation 
placed before the ninth bi-annual convention of the Canadian 
Legion today urges modification of the War Veterans’ Land 
Settlement Act now before the House of Commons and re- 
iterates recommendations made two, years ago for post-war

(The War Veterans’ Land Set- 
tlement Act, designed to settle 
25,000 men on the land at an esti- 
mated cost of $80,000,000, provides 


for an outright grant of about 
$34,000,000 to ensure each settler 
an equity in his holding without 
placing an unbearable burden 
upon him.) 

The report praises the framers of 
the Act for endeavoring to elimin- 
ate unfavorable features of the 
former Soldier Settlement Act and 
suggested: 


EIGHT SUGGESTIONS 

4—That regional boards consist- 
ing of three members, one to be 
named by the agricultural depart- 
ment of a university, one a quali- 
fied ex-serviceman living in the 
district, and the third, the federal 
department supervisor, to deter- 
mine the land to be acquired 

2—That the regional board pass 
on the suitability of the settler to 
determine whether he should im- 
mediaely enter into a contract or 
take a period of training first. 

$8—That a special parliamentary 
committee make a continuous re- 


| view of the progress and results of 


the act. 

4—That the widest possible use 
be made of the present soldier set- 
tlement staff in forming an organ- 


ization for administration of the 
act 
§-—-That a goyernment agency 


explore the possibility of granting 
assistance, where necessary, to 
married men who have not had an 
opportunity to save sufficient 
money to make the 10 per cent cash 
payment, 

@—That provision be made for a 
committee of review to examine 
cases where settlers appeal reces- 
sion proceedings 

7—That supervisors be men able 
to advise and assist the settler to 
solve his problems. 

&-—Tha; stock and equipment 
necessary for efficient operation of 
each holding be provided up to the 
maximum of $1,200, regardless of 
the price paid for the land,

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Edmonton's Airport 


Edmonton's airport is a busy and ever 
busiel place. Therefore a place where new 
and better facilities have to be provided to 
take care of fast growing traffic which is 
palinly in sight of indefinitely large ex- 
pansion, Enlargement of the field, the 
laying down of new runways and the 
building of another hangar are improve- 
ments demanded by military and commer- 
cial needs. As part of the city’s contribu- 
tion to developments there a contract has 
been let for the erection of a new admin- 
istration building. This will house all the 
branches of the executive staff engaged in 
the operation of the port. 

It is significant, and will be a welcome 
fact to the taxpayers of the city, that the 
rentals to be paid for accommodation in 
the building will take care of maintenance 
costs and the capital charges, interest and 
principal, the financing to be done on a 
twenty-year basis. The new administra- 
tion headquarters will therefore be an in- 
vestment, not an expense, and in the long 
run will cost the city nothing. 

While the airport is not yet on a self- 
sustaining footing, it is headed that way, 
the deficits have never been large, the 
business developed through it is of large 
and increasing importance, and the _ in- 
crease of traffic handled gives promise 
that the enterprise will be self-supporting 
within a reasonable period. 


Strong In The Right Place 


If any one factor is to be singled out as 
accounting mainly for the Allied defeat in 
Burma, it must be the lack of equipment, 
in particular the lack of an air force at all 
comparable in numbers to that of the 
enemy. Our “so few” airmen there have 
been matching themselves against odds of 
ten to one, and worse. The rapidity with 
which the Japanese have moved showed 
they had no lack of trucks, tanks or mo- 
bile artillery of all sorts, and equally 
showed the want of these on the side of 
the defenders. The best the under-armed 
British and Chinese forces could do was 
fight for time and hope that the rains 
would come early. 

Why equipment should have been so 
Scarce on that front is fairly plain. The 
supply has been limited, and the bulk of 
what was produced had to go to Russia 
and the Middle East. Substantial amounts 
had also to be sent to Australia. There 
just was not enough to go round, and 
Burma was left short. For the reason, of 
course, that the main objective must be 
to defeat Hitler. If that can be accom- 
plished, his satellites can be dealt with in 
turn and driven back where they belong. 
Unless he is beaten, it would do little good 
to hold Burma or any minor field of com- 
bat against his partners. 

Britain and the United States have 
staked their “money” on Russia, at the 
risk of temporary defeat in the Far East. 
Burma is the latest instalment of the 
losses they have sustained in consequence. 
But if Russia can stand, that and all the 
other losses in the Far East will be re- 
paired in due time. The Allies could not 
be strong everywhere. They decided to be 
strong where to be weak would be fatal. 


Benito To Adolf 


The Italian press has broken into a 
new periodic clamor for French territory. 
The beggars’ chorus is said to be louder 
than any preceding one. And the suppli- 
ants want the territory transferred now. 
Since the Italian press says what Musso- 
lini wants it to say, this appeal is from 
the junior partner to the senior. That it is 
made openly suggests that Adolf side- 
stepped Benito’s personal plea when this 
was made at the recent audience he grant- 
ed I) Duce. 

Specifically the Fascist claims include 
Tunisia, Nice, Savoy and Corsica. These 
are concessions which the Fuehrer could 
not grant while he has any hope of coax- 
ing France into the Axis as a military 
partner; nor even without galvanizing 
the smouldering hatred of Frenchmen into 
still more active resistance. The appeal 
must therefore be particularly embarrass- 
ing to Hitler at the present juncture. Nor 
will it be overlooked that in asking for an 
immediate apportionment of the spoils 
Benito politely tells Adolf he does not trust 
him to do the square thing later on, 

Mussolini of course understands how 
inopportune it is to raise this question at 
the present time, and in a way that quite 
clearly reveals his distrust of the Hitler 
intentions. But the time for ceremony is 
gone, Mussolini badly needs something to 
show the Italian people as compensation 
for the colonies he has lost and the bank- 
ruptey into which he has plunged them. 
And he suspects that Hitler is planning to 
make Laval the No. Two member of the 
Axis—with himself taking rank behind 
Japan as a bad fourth in the combination. 

Earnest as they undoubtedly are, Ben- 
ito’s prayers are falling on deaf ears. He 
is not going to get the coveted territory, 
now or any time in the future, It is in vain 
that he pleads through his newspapers the 
sacrifices Italy has made, In the Fuehrer's 
lexicon “gratitude is a lively sense of 
favors to come.”' Italy is a squeezed lemon, 
economically and militarily, France would 
be of much more use to Hitler, That he

pay his debts to Mussolini there isn’t a

tilities, the British Empire must 
fill its empty spaces, and keep 
trade active, Rev. Dr. F. W. Nor- 
wood. minister of St. Andrew’'s- 
Wesley church in Vancouver de- | 
clared at a public meeting Mon- | 
day night. 

He spoke at the closing sessions 
of the five-day meeting of the Al- 
berta conference of the United | 
Church of Canada, Dr. Norwood 
was introduced by Rev. A. L. Carr 
of Lacombe, newly-elected presi- 
dent of the Alberta conference. 


RECAPTURE VISION 

Dr. Norwood, who is a native of 
Australia, where he lived for 40 
years before going to England, 
stated “The British Empire must re- 
cover its executive powers and re- 
capture its vision... We ought to 
know how to give the kind of lead- 
ership the world will want, and we 
must release the world from its 
obsessions, That is the duty of the 
English-speaking peoples of the 
world,” 

“There is no reason why we 
should despair or he deeply afraid 
of the outcome. We can come out 
of this thing unbroken but re- 
born.” 

Speaking of Australia, Dr. Nor- 
wood pointed out that that country 
has led the world in social legisla- 
tion providing shorte’r working 
hours, old age pensions, factory 
legislation and has led a victorious 
battle against sweatshops, 


CLOSE OF ERA 

He told of Australia becoming a 
British colony “at the beginning of 
a 500-year era which is now coming 
to a close.” Colonies, he said, were 
easily come by then. Now, to be 
retained. they must be fully popu- 
lated, he declared. 

At the close of this war, he said, 
the Chinese and the Indians will no 
longer feel that they are in any 
way inferior to the white people or 
in any way ineffective in technique. 
“The white man is no more courag- 
eous, patriotic or ambitious than 
other races,” he said. The right kind 
of tolerant leadership must come 
from the English-speaking races, he 
affirmed,

Today those ships and their 
naval escorts are required for more essen- 
tial services. Every ship, every foot of cargo 
space, is needed to carry war: materials, 
and to bring essential goods to Canada. 


So Canadians must now reduce their con- 
sumption of tea and coffee. You must 
reduce your normal consumption of tea by 
at least a half. You must reduce your 
normal consumption of coffee by at least 
one fourth. These reductions are abso- 
lutely necessary. 


TEA CONSUMPTION — THIS 1S THE Law 


MUST BE CUT AT LEAST IN HALF You must not buy more than 2 weeks’ 
supply of tea or coffee for yourself and 


household in any one week. 


You must not make further purchases of 
tea or coffee at any time when you have 
two weeks’ supply on hand at the reduced 
ration. (Exception: those in areas remote 
from supply.) 


Retailers have the right to limit or refuse 
customers’ orders if they suspect the law 
is not being kept. 


Retailers must not have on hand more 
than one month's supply of tea and coffee, 
whether packaged or bulk. 


There are heavy penalties for violations 
of this law. '

world, and the world was allowed a 
breathing space in which to prepare
